REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest an anode in contact with 
molten aluminum that is electrically conductive and coated with a layer that is 
predominately CoO. The closest prior arts of Durez et al (6913682 and 6521 116) 
disclose cobalt oxides, however these oxides are Co 3 0 4 , and Co 2 0 3 . Applicants have 
found that C02O3 is unstable and that C03O4 does not inhibit oxygen diffusion but that 
CoO forms a conductive electrochemically active material for the oxidation of oxygen 
ions and for inhibiting diffusion of oxygen and therefore forms a barrier against oxidation 
of the metallic body underneath.
